As soon 
as he struck the ground ,he got up 
and noticing that his left arm was 
useless, he placed it In a position to

He 
found that the first cars had cooped 
him ifp 80 that he could not run, and 
for the next few horrible moments he 
stood expecting each instant to be 
crushed by one of the cars falling and 
rolling down the bank.

Both men were found and taken 
into a near by house, and for a short 
time made as comfortable as possible. 


The caboose was .splintered and 


thrown down the embankment on the 
east or opposite side of the tracK 
from which Coate and Jones were 
thrown. 


The short trestle., at the scene of 


the wreck spans the old feeder and at 
this time there is hardly any water 
there, the ground below being soft and 
marshy. When the enginp struck the 
caboose and plowed through the train, 
the slack in the train behind, coining 
up -witir terrific force, pushed it for- 
ward, while the train ahead formed 
almost as* much resistance. Between 
the two forces the tank and engine 
•were pushed out of line, just at the 
north end of the trestle, the engine 
going down in the feeder bed. while 
the tank was thrown down, the bank, 
alongside of the engine, the coupling 
having broken. Tbe engine, 'being 
pushed frdm the track from behind, 
struck the soft mud la the bed of the 


and shoulders, which hid the terribly 
mangled features.

The scene'of the"* wreck this morn- 


Ing was one never to be forgotten 
and a number of cameras werj on the 
ground to preserve it.

Leaps 
on both sides of the track from tbe 
ice plant south fot 150 yard*. Some 
were mashed to kln<fliu& wood, \\hile 
oth«rc were almost inU'r but thrown 
cff their trucks.

of the train were "scab" cars, or those 
not having the air brake.

terian Creed Revision Committee has 
completed its labors and adjourned. 
The committee agreed unanimously 
upon a report to lie made to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which meets in New 
York. May 15. As finally determined 
the brief statement Is to contain 16 
articles, as follows: 


Pint, God; second, revelation; third 


divine purpose; fourth, the creation; 
fifth, the sin "of man; sixth, the grace 
of-God: seventh, election: eighth, our 
Lord, Jesus Christ; ninth, faitb and 
repentance; tenth. Holy Spirit; elev- 
enth, the new birth and the new life; 
twelfth, the resurrection and the life 
to come: thirteenth, the law of Qod: 
fourteenth, the church 
and sacra- 


ment; fifteenth, the last Judgment: 
sixteenth, Christian service and the 
final triumph.
